| HE Envozee Extraordinary of His 
| moſt Sacred Majeſty of ' Great Bri- 
| tain, &*c. having lately ſeen a 

certain Paper intitnled, | * An Extra? 

* out of the Regiſter: of the Reſoluti- 
| * ons of the High and Mighty Lords Eſtates Genera! 
| * of the United Provinces, upon the Memorial -of 
| 


* Sir George Downing, Envoy Extraordinary from the 
* King of Great Britatn, ]did not at all think it fit for 
him to takeany notice thereof, but to pals it by as 
a Pamphlet , ( of which ſort there. come out too 
many here every day :) in regard that no ſuch Re- 
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ſolution had been communicated to Himby their 
Lordſbips,nor any one word given him in As/wer to 
his aid Memorial :* And he had accordingly paſt ir 
by, without taking any notice thereof, had he not 
ſince by accident been informed by ſeveral Publick 
Miniſters refiding here, that the ſazd pretended. Ke- 
ſolution had been brought to them by the Agent de 
Heyde, Whereupon he now holds Himſelf obliged 
to Complain in moſt ſerious terms to their Lordſhips 
the Eſtates General of the United Provinces, of this 
ſtrange and irregular way of proceeding 3 That 
while he is Refiding here on the bchalf of the 
King his Maſter : Papers, in form of Anſwers to his 
Memorials, ſhould be given to other Publick Mini- 
ſters, here and elſewhere, and ſent all over the 


World, and yet concealed from Him ; and there- 


by neither opportunity of being convinced, if any 
thing of reaſon ſhould have been faid therein, nor 
on the contrary of vindicating the Honour and Ju- 
ſtice of the King his Maſter in what he is therein 
unjuſtly char eq and defamed withall, 

Suppoſe that he the ſaid Envoy Extraordinary, 
ſhould have procceded in that manner, and have 
given the Memorial (to which the ſaid Paper isa 
Reply ) toall Publick Miniſters reliding here and 
have ſent it to all Courts abroad, and ſhould have 
Printed, and expoſed it to the view of the World, 
without giving it to their Lordſhips, what would 
they have thought thereof? and what, might have 
been expetted that-they would have faid to it P 
Can their Lordſbips imaginethat this way of actin 
dothtend any way to the Juſtifying of their Caſe 

as 
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astothe working of better impreſſions concerning 
thefame inthe minds of thoſe Publick Miniſters, or 
their Maſters > Or rather, that they muſt be ex- 
ceedingly ſcandalized thereat, as looking more 
Itke a S»rprize of themand their Judgments, then 
otherwiſe ; and conſidering that they may to mor- 
row be dealt with in like manner, in relation to any 
Paper they may give in; and fee the Afﬀairs of 
their Maſters traduced and defamed without 
ny opportunity 'or poſiibility of clearing the 

me 


And as to the Matfer of the ſaid Paper ; Is it 
enough to ſay in general terms,That the ſaid Memo- 
riat. was #ll grounded, or abuſtvely informed, with- 
ont — at all how, or wherein; or ſo 
much as excepting againſt any one word thereof, 
much leſs diſproving the ſame. 
| And again; If the things wherewith they are 
charged therein be #rxe ( as they both are, and 
muſt now be taken by all men to be, fince nothing 
ts made out by their Lordſhipstothe contrary) To 
what purpoſe is the whole fequel of the faid Paper? 
If it be true (as it is) That the' Royal Maſter of the 
fard Ervoy was no ſooner returned toHis Kingdoms, 
bnt-that he was immediately, and from day to day 
troubled and importuned with a Crowd of Com- 
plains of His Subjects againſt thoſe of this Coun- 
try; all 'which notwxhſtanding , His Majeſty 
did not” grant' any” one - Letter of Marque , nor 
betake himſeWf to any way: of force for the obtain- 
mg of their reparation and fatisfationz But in 
Read thereof, foran Everlaſtipg memorial of his 


great 
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oreat kindneſs and good: will. towards this Coun- 
try, and-for the facilitating of the bringing to a 
Concluſion the late Treaty with them, (finding 
the Complaints and Pretenſions -of his SubjeQs to 
be ſo numerous and great, ) was pleafedafter all 
ro ſufter very many of them, and thoſe to a vaſt 
value, to be utterly mortified and extinguiſhed 3 
and rhe reſt (except the buſineſs of the Ships Bo- 
nadventure , and Bon-Eſperanza «) after ſo much 
mony and time had been already expended in the 
purſuit thereof, and many of them ready for a 
determination, to be put nm a LIST, and pro- 
ceeded upon anew according to the fifteenth Ar- 
ticle thereof 5 noways doubting, but, that.all poſ- 
fible ſpeed would have thereupon been uſed- in 
bringing the. matter to an iſſue, and that for 
the future better order would have been obſer- 
ved towards His Subjects | But having waited now 
above 27 months fince the. Concluſion of the ſaid 
Treaty z and in that time-their, Loxdſhips being 
continually call'd upon. by: His Said Majeſties 
Envoy Extraordinary, yea by His Majeſty himſelf 
in ſeveral Audiences to their / Embaſſador 3. Yet fo 
it is, that thoſe matters are {t1}] ſo. tar. from. being 
ended, that in truth they feem to be. now rather 
further from it then at the day of the figning of 
the ſaid Treaty; and on the other fide,new.injuries 
daily beaped, and; the fame deſigns of the Eaſt 
and Weſt-Indie-Comparies.carried on for. the utter 
overthrow of all-the Trade of His Majeſties Sub- 
jects in thoſe parts of the world, as appeared by the 
buſineſs of the Ships Hopewel, Leopard,and: pebar 
1ps 
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" Ships in the OR. and bythe buſineſs of the, 
Charles, James, Mary, Sampſon, Hopeful Adventu- 
rer, Speedwell, &c. upon the Coaſt of Africa - 
All which are matters hapned ſince the Coxcluſtor: 
of the ſaid Treaty. And after all this, and. not- 
withſtanding His Parliaments application to Him 
upon the account of His aggrieved Subjects, in ſo. 
ſolemn and extraordinary a manner z His Majeſty 
was yet ſo far from being inclined. to any other 
then ways of accommodation, as that he did by a 
publick Writing, or Declaration declare, Lhathe 
would yet try what could be done by amicable en- 
deavours at the Hague, before he would make ufe 
of any other means; (the which was allo very 
well known to their Lordſhips) and did thereup- 
on accordingly give orders to: his. Envoy. Extraor- 
dinarytoprets them afreſh: And farther to make 
out his peaceable and moderate-intentions, and-. to 
take off all »»ebrage from their- Lordſhips, to let 
them know, ' (as accordingly he did: in. publick. 
Conferences with their Deputies)That His —_ 
would not in any kind trouble-their Fleets whic 
they then expected from the: &8treights, and 
Eaſt Indies. nor their Fiſheries upon His Coalts 5 
Yea,further to put them out of all doubt, ozdered 
a far lefs equipage of Shipping for the Summer- 
guard then had been known theſe many years 3 
but all this was fo far from working the defired and 
intended effe@t, as that oh the contrary their Lord- 
ſhips betook themſelvesto Arms in an extraordina- 
ry manner, ordering the fitting out with all ſpeed 


a great Fleet, and hundreds of Carpenters forth- 
B with 
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with diſpatched to work upon it night and'day, 


(holy y_ as well as working days) ; whereby His 


Majeſty ſeeing himfelf wholly defeated of His good 
intentions, and inſtead of ſatzsfa&ion. for His Sub- 
jets, braved and threatned with. thoſe equipages, 
which could have no other regard but upon Him- 
ſelf , was at laſt inforced for His own defenſe, 
(though very much contrary to His inclinations 
and intentions) to arm alſo, 

And whereas it may be. pretended, as if their 
 Lordſhips having fitted Their Fleet, did defire that 
His Majeſty would be pleaſed, (for avoyding of 
all inconveniences) to keep His Fleet within, His 


Harbours, and that then they would keep in Thezrs 


alſo; It is to be Conlidered, that: This Propeſſtior 
was not made until that they had a@ually put to Sea, 
a Fleet near as numerous 4s the whole that His Ma- 
jefty was equipping, and which was aGually gone to- 
wards His Coaſts; fo that this could not but be 
conſtrued:/:to/be rather ,a mocquerie, then other- 
wiſe ; for thatthereby they had a Fleet at Sea to 
do what they pleaſed, 'and in the mean while His 
Majeſty had tyed His own hands and-obliged Him- 
ſelf ito biceps v- ichin-doors;hut he was yet pleaſed to 
aflure them, that His (if it did go out) ſhould 
not do them the leaſt Injury 5 ſtill in the mean 
while prefiing here at the Hagyve by His A7#- 
aiſter and Himſelf ufging their Ambaſſador at 
Lendon,to haſten the diſpatch of the matters in dit- 
texence 3 And as 'a further teſtimony of His de- 
ſires of living in good Correſpondence with This 


Country, tie did declare:His willipgneſs to enter 
into 
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into;a Treaty for the better regulating of the Trade 
and Navigation of both, and: the .prevention of 
ſuch diforders for the future 3 and for the quicker 
diſpatch and'ripeningiof ſo good a work, a pro- 
zect thereof was in His Name tendred to them 
long agn,'and yet to this day not one word of 2n- 
{wer thereupon. = | | 

And it it be alſo trze, (as it is) that their Lord- 
ſhips began the ſeizing of Ships in theſe, Parts; 
[topping the Ship from Gottezburg bound for 
London, and though preſſed again and again to ſet 
her at liberty, yet ſtill retain'd her, and to thi3 
day not ſo much as a word of anſwer,why or up- 
on what. account. 
Theſe things being ſo, can there be any doube 
who is the Attacquer or Aggreſſor, unlels it muſt 
be held for a Maxim, That let their Loraſhips and 
Their Subje&s deal with his afore-ſaid Majeſty and 
His Subjects from time to time and from year to 
year, as they pleaſe, yet they are not Attacquers Or 
Aggreſſors.; but if His Majeſty or His Subje@s, after 
never-ſo many years ſuffterings,and all amicable 1n- 
deavours firſt tryed to have; obtained their ſatis- 
faftion , without .to. this, very day having been 


_ able to gbrein it in any one of thoſe numerous ca- 


ſes of piracy and violence committed by the peo- 
ple of 7his Conntry againſt them, whereof com- 
plaint hath been made fram time to time unto 
their , Lordſhips by His Majeſties Miniſter - It at- 
ter all, any. thing be; done by them 'towards the 
righting of themſelves, his 1ajrjly muit be called 


and reputed the Attacquer ani the Aggreſſor. Let 
| | 0 N their 
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their Lordſhips make'ont, That the complaints in 
the ſaid 'Memorial are utigroutided, and His Ma- 
jeſty will yield utito them : but if otherwiſe, Who 
will think it ſtrange if at laſt ſomething be done 
towards the riphtirig of them. _ 
And as to the Particulars mentioned in the ſaid 
Paper. to have been ſuffered by them from the 
Ernghſh, though thoſe matters have not been treat- 
ed of between their Lordſhzps and the ſaid Exvoy 
Extraordinary, but between the King his Maiter 
and their "Ambaſſador at Tondo, 1o that it is 
not ptoperly his bufineſs to reply thereunto, but to 
refer them to that anſwer which his Majeſty hath 
promiſed to give concerning the ſame 3 yet ſeeing 
their Lordſþjps have been pleaſed not only to'men- 
tion and infiſt thereupon in the afore-ſaid paper, but 
indeed to fay nothing elſe by way of .arſwer to the 
complaints in his Memorial, he cannot but fay thus 
much thereunto. 
' '©That the Places and Ships ſaid to be taken'from 
© them, wereall belonging to the Weſi-Indie-Compa- 
*z:y of this Conntry; and nothing complain'd of in 
* the paperto have been taken from them belong- 
ingto any elſe of Theſe Comntries ; And when it 
Tſhall be confidered, thatin the 'LTST of Dema- 
* ges alone, there appears to have been near twenty 
* Ezgliſh Ships ſucceflively, within a very few years 
© before the concluſion of the late Tregty,taken in a 
* hoſtile manner upon 'the bo of Africa, only 
*by the Shipping, of the ſaid Weſt-Indie-Company, 
* with their whole Lading, to a very great value 5 
*and not onely ſq, but the men that belonged to 
| them, 


; 
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© them, 'very many of them tnoſt barbarvuſly and 'in- 
© hurnanly treated; put into ſtinking naſty dungeons, 
© and holes 'at Caſteldelmina , there to lie in the 
© midſt of their own excrements, nothing but bread 
* and' water given them, and thereof not enough to 
<ſuſtein Nature, their Bodies tortured with 
* exquifite and. horrid torturesz and when 
* any of them dyed, the living and the dead left 
© together,and ſuch as eſcaped, turned ont to periſh 
© by hunger, or wild beaſts in thoſe miſerable Coun- 
©tries, orto be carry'd'away Captives by the Na- 
*tives; by which means, ſeveral hundreds of his 
*Majeſttes good SubjeQts have periſhedand been de- 
*ſtroyed : And tothis honr,notwithſtanding all ſol- 
*licitations and endeavours, not one periny of ſatis- 
*fationgriyen to the perfons concerned in any of 
*the faid Ships; And everfſince the Coxcinfiox of the 
ſaid Treaty, Ships of Warr have been kept by the 
*{aid' Company upon theſaid Coaſts z which though 
©*they have not proceeded (Þ far as to take more of 
*rhe'Shipping of his Majeſtie's SubjeCts, yet they 
© have done that which is equivalent,and as ruinous 
*tothat Trade; ſtopping and hindring every one 
"that they met withall from all Commerce, and to 
"that effect purſuing them in an hoſtile manner from 
* place to place: And where-ever any Exgliſh an- 
*chored by them, hindring and ſhooting at , and, 
*taking 'by/force, with their Ladings, all Boats of 
*heNatives that indeavouted to:comeaboardthem, 
* and their Boats tharwoutd go on ſhoare5 yea, de- 
*priving them offo much as anyproviſion or refreſh- 
* ment of freſh water (as appears by the yy 
o made 
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* made by the ſaid EnvoyExtraeordinary from time to 
*timeto their Lordſhips concerning the fame);.And 
* publiſhing a Declaration in the.name as well of-the 
* States General, as of the ſaid Company, wherein 
* they deduce their right. to that whole Cogft, to the 
© excluſion of all other: Nations; And notwithſtand- 
* ing all Complaints to their Lordfhips, neither the 
* ſaid Declaration dilavowed, nor any thing of $4- 
* tisfaftion given, , but, {t;ll new Complaints coming, 
* and:among)others,/ that;pf, eheir-having ſtirr'd up 
* the Kivg of Faptire by, xewards and ſums of mony 
* oiven himto that end and ſupplying him with all 
©forts of Armes and Amuwmition for the Jorprize of 


. © his Majeſtie's Caſtle at, Cormantize in thoſe parts ; 
.© concerning-which alſo Proofs have been ſince given 


© totheir Lordſhips by the ſaid Envoy Extraordinary, 
*ſo that there was an abſolute neceflity impos'd 
© upon his Majeſty and his SubjeCts,cither of. looſing 
© all that had been actually taken, from 'them; and 
© withall abandoning for ever that Trade it ſelf,. or 
© otherwiſe of betaking themſelves. to ſome other 
© wayes for their reliet. And it will rather be 
© thought ſtrange that their,patience. did holq out 
© fo long, then that; now art laſt ſomething ſhoyld be 
© done, towards the righting of themlclves, 
Beſides, 'as to the bulinels of CapoCorco, did not 
the ſaid Exvoy Extraordinary long agoe complain 
in thename, and by Order of, the King bis Mafter, 
in. Publick, Conferences, both. with; the Deputies, of 
their Lordſhips the, Efsafes General, and:allo; with 


- thoſe of Holland in particular, of the injurious pul 
ſefling and keeping of. that place by thole of the 


ſaid 
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faid Weſt-Indie-Company, deducing and remonſtra- 
ting at large his Maſters Right thereunto,the ground 
having been bought by ,His SubjeF-s, of the King 
of That Conntry for a valuable conſideration, and 
a Lodgeor FaFory built thereapon 3; and thoſe of 
the Weſt-Indie-Company of this Conntry being got 
into'the poſleſſion of the! place, meerly by fraud 
and treachery ; but no refle&ion madethereupon 
by their Lorsſbips, much leſs any hopes given of 
ever obtaining' any reſtitutionthereof from them. 
And indeed, if:His Majeſty hadnot been able to re- 
ſcue-out of their%hands the leaſt Boat, or peny- 
worth of Goods finc&His return'to His Kingdoms, 
(concerning which) complaint had been made by 
His Exvoy Extraorditary, of its being forceably 
taken by them"from His Subjects,) what hopes of 
their quitting to him any-ſach place, 'eſpecially re- 
membring that buſineſs of the 1/and of Poleroox in 
the Eaſt-Indies , which hath been a reſtoring by 
themever fincethe year 1622.at which time it was 
by ſolemn and particular Treaty promilſcd to” be 
done; and again,by another Treaty,in the year 1654, 
and by Orders of the Eitates General and Eait-In- 
die-Company of this Country, in the year 1661. and 
again, by Treaty in the year 1662. and yet to this 
day we know nothing of its being delivered; and 
can it- be thought ſtrange, if invited thereunto by 
the Kirg of the faid Conrtry,that His Majeſty ſhould 
after ſo fair warning condeſcend to ſutfer His Sub- 
jets to endeavour to repoſleſs themſelves thereof? 
Andas tothe buſineſs of New-Netherland (fo cal- 
led) this is very far from being a ſurprize, or = 
thing

thing of that nature, it being notoriouſly known, 
that That ſpot of Land 1yes within the limits, and is 


part of the poſſeſſion of His Subjeds of New Eng- . 


land, (as appears moſt evidently by their Charter) 
and that thoſe few Dxtch that have lived there,have 
lived there meerly upon connivence and ſuffer- 
ance , and not as having any right thereunto 
and that this hath from time to time, and. from 
year to year been declared unto them, but 
yet ſo as that the Ezgliſh were contented to 
ſuffer them to remain there , / provided, they 
would demean themſelves peaceably and quictly ; 
but that the ſaid Patch, not contenting themſelves 
therewith, did ſtill endeavour to incroach. fur- 
ther and further upon. the. Exgliſb, impolang their 
Laws and Cuifoms, and endeavouring to; raiſe. 
Contributions and Exciſes upon. them, and.in places 
where no Dutch were or Mo Jak beensz Where- 
upon they have formerly been necellitated; ſe- 
veral times to ſend Souldiers for the repelling of 

them. | 
And as to what is ſaid. in the ſaid Paper, as if 
though the Ezg/ib ſhould formerly have had. any 
pretence to the faid place, that yet the ſaidpretence 
is cut off by the fifteenth Article, of the late Trea- 
tz; To this he doth Reply, That That Article doth 
only cut off matters of Pyractes, Robberies, and Yio- 
lence, but as to the Rights and Inheritances of 
Lands and JuriſdiGions, that itdothnot at all con- 
cern or intermeddle with the ſame. Andthat this is 
ſo, there needs no other Argument but the pro- 
ducing of feveral- Examples out of their own 
Fi Courts 
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Courts of Juſtice, whereby it an appear that indecd as 
to the Plundering and Taking of Ships, or the like, 
that all ſuch cautcs (ifhapned before the time limit- 
cd inthe 1aid Treaty) did ceale upon the Conclufion 
therecf ; but as to tuch as were then depending con- 
cerning the Izheritaxces of Lands, that they have ftill 
continued: to be purſued: As for Example , the 
Caſe of Sir Thomas Lower, an (Engliſh Afar, for 
certain Lazds claimed by him in Zealand, Be-» 
{ides ; thoſe of New Neather-Lands , had ſince the 
Concluſjox of the Late Treaty, made new incur fious ups" 
on the Exgl;ſh, and given them many new Provecatt- 
ozs, and by their Charters they have Jura Bells within 
't hemielves, without Appeal;ng firſt into Europe ;And 
ifafter all this, his Afajeſty hath ſuffered them accord- 
ing thercunto to reſcue themſelves from ſuch con- 
tinued Vexations and Miſchiets; Can 4:y Prince 
think it ſtrange, or be ſaurprized thereat, much leſſe 
the moſt Chriſtian King's ( For whole SarisfaCtion this 
Paper ſeems to be raore particularly Calculated : 
Whereas He. hath been pleaſed this very ſame year, to 
Order or Suffer (with his Privity) His Subjects to Re- 
poſſeſſe themſelves in like manner by Force and Armts, of 6 
certain Place called Cayenne, which they pretendto have 
been wrongfully poſſeſſed azd kept from them by the ſame 
Weſt Indi Con . ; 
And as ro:the buſineſs of CahoPerde, and the tas 
king of their Ships,and what elſe is alleadged to have 
been done in thoſe parts {excepr that of Cabo-Corro: Þ 
*Twas but inthe month of Jwze tat, that the firſt 
Complaint was made thereof to his Xfafefty, and did 
he not immediately return for Anſwer, That he had 
__ - given 
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guen no Order or Dire&ion to Captarn Holmes, the - 


erſon complained of, for the doing thereof ; That he 
did expe& him Home very ſpeedily, and that upon 
his Return, he would cauic thoſe matters to be Ex- 
amined, and Rightto be done them, and the Offen- 
dours puniſhed > And did not the ſaid Exwoy Extra- 


ordinary upon the Twenty Seventh day of July laft deli- 


ver a Memoriall to them to the like Effet > And 


could more. be ſaid or done for their Satisfa&tion >. 


Yea could their Zordſbjps Themſelves within their 


own Countries demand more of any of their Sche-. 


pens, or moſt Infertour Court of Juſtice 8 And doth nor 


the Fourteenth Article of the Late Treaty lay in expreſs.

for the Accommodating of Matters, and for the ma- 
king their Caule the more clear, they had hitherto 
forborn the Proceeding againlt his Majeſtzes SubjeAs as 
they might have done : 1s it not therein expreily 
Declared and fer Down, that That Force was not ſent 
thither barely to Defend what they bad, and to take Care that 
nothing more ſhould be Attempted upon them ; but in down 
right Termes, to Attacque and Fall upon His Majeſties 
Subjets, and to Carve out their own Satisfattion and Repa- 
ration, And to paſi by bis door*s for the doing thereof 2 
And that, Seconded and Backed with azother Great Fleet 
under their Chief Sea Officers ; An Aﬀeont and Indig- 
nity too great tor the Name of K;zg to Suffer , and 
Digeſt without Juſt Reſentment, 

And moreover, whereas their Lordſbjps had lately 
invited his Majeſty of Great Brittain, and other Chri- 
ſtian Princes to lend Fleets into the Mid-land-Sea to

And though Str Jaba Lawſon, and his Majezes Fleet 

hapned to be in the ſame Port with De Ruther, when 
hequirted thoſe Parrs , yer neither did he inthe leaſt 
impart unto him his Intentions of quitting the fame, 
or whither he was going ; and though. the King of 
Great Brittatz hath ftince, ſeveral times preſſed their 
Ambaſſadour at London to be Informed whither he was 
gone, and upon what account, yet to this day his Afa- 
Jeſty hath not been able ro obtarn any Satisfa&tion or 
Aſſurance concerning that matter ; Whereupon, 
and all other Circumſtances being laid together, He 
hath Juſt Reaſon to ſuppoſe and believe, -thar he is 
fent, and imployed againſt Him ; And that while 
his Majeſty was continuing (according-to common 
Conſert and Agreement between them, ) his Fleet 
againſt the Common Enemies of the very Name of 
CHRISTIAN, and at a ſeaſon, when it more 
then ordinarily becomed every one to ſhew fome- 
thing of their Zeal againſt them z Theirs is call'd off 
and curn'd againſt him : Nor is it to be imagined 
that De Ruythers Inflrutons, which are Concealed , 
ſhould be more Fawourable then thoſe which were 
Avoned to be given to Yan Camper, 

And is it then ro be wondered, that his Xajefty 
ſhews himſelf a little Concerned > Or is it now to be 
doubted,” who is the Attacquer, or Apgreſſor 2 And if 

e Ruyther is in one part of che World, making War 
againſt him, what is to be ſaid againſt ir, if hts 2fa- 
jeſty not having at this time in thoſe Parts a ſuitable
